do this all day and the water still 
wouldn't come out. 

The second extinguisher that 
was used supposedly without re- 
sult was of a different kind using 
plain water and air pressure. He 
said that with this extinguisher 
many things could happen to cause 
the operation failure. 

To operate this type of extin- 
guisher the hose should be pulled, 
handle pressed, and liquid will be 
released from the hose. 

Lilly said this operation was like 
spraying whipped cream on a des- 
sert. He said that if the handle is 
touched before the extinguisher is 



used the pressure will be released 
and will slowly leak out. 

To operate the Jewell Hall fire 
escape, which lowers to the ground. 
Lilly said that the first woman on 
the escape should have slightly 
lifted the hinged end and then 
dropped. 

The escape would then have hit 
the ground.
